Tliere are alio servile or adventitious consonaiitSy 
of frequent use in thi» Lanj^uage, which eelipse 
the radical or primary consonant of the word. 
The servile letter takes the lead in sonnd, and 
the radical letter becomes entirely quiescent, Ihere 
being no other use of it in the word, but to shew 
the root thereof. A^ f, and A, are oflentimeS' 
prefixed to words beginning: with a vowel, and 
become adventitious. Throughout this Work 
the reader shall fiiid the radical letters always 
m capitals, and tiie adventitious letters prefixed 
to them in small letters. Thus for example,, 
ar DiBo, our Cow, ar nDofus, our Door, where 
the B and D' are silent as being the radical let- 
ters, and the m and n assume tlieir place, the 
language so requiring it.
